On New Orleans Battlefront 


Across the length and breadth of 
hese United States the fame and 
ilstoric significance of the Getty,s- 
>urg battlefield will be heralded, in 
he very near future, by the distri- 
jution of more than 100,000 beck­ 
ets. 
This will be the contribution of 
he National Park service, United 
.States department of the interior, 
n the nation-wide campaign to at- 
ract more visitors to the many na- 
lonal parks in this country. 
The Gettysburg battlefield, oldest, 
argest and most famous from the 
historic viewpoint, will be portray- , 
;jd by story, photographs and maps ; 
n a manner “befitting the dignity 
if this famous Civil war shrine,” 
tccording to a spokesman in the I 
National Park service. 
Two Maps Included 
The booklet will be six inches I 
vide and nine inches deep and will | 
contain eight or more pages.

Truck Leaves Road, 
Strikes Two Poles 
Wholesale Trade 
In County Surveyed 
Otto Named in Marriage Rumors 


A huge stone truck, loaded to ca­ 
pacity, got out of control of the mercc 
driver, swung across to the left side States 
of the road and down an embank­ 
ment, at Two Taverns, Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon, and crashed into one electric 
light pole, severing it in two and 
jammed against a second pole be­ 
fore being brought to a stop. 
No one was injured in the mishap, 
according to reports. 
The accident 
was not reported to the local sub­ 
station of the highway motor patrol. 
The name of the driver of the 
truck was not learned.

I Hays, for the producers, together 
with the unprecedented surprise an­ 
nouncement that exhibitors would 
be allowed to shelve films previously 
released if found objectionable on 
moral grounds in their communities, 
there is room for doubt that the 
pendulum will ever swing as far 
back as it assertedly was when the 
reform wave started. 
There are leading film figures 
who, while deploring the screen’s 
past lapses, still “ view with alarm " 
the possible effects of a "clean up" 
that would “ go too far.” 
Among these is Ernst Lubitscli, 
whose productions have gained a 
reputation 
for smartness without 
•dirt’’ and for daring without of­ 
fensiveness when daring seemed to 
be required. 
Lubitsch says he has no fears 
about his own pictures. His expen­ 
sive new version of “The Merry 
Widow" is nearing completion. 
“ I've never had any trouble that 
way," he says.
